Ordinance Approved; 
Property Sale in Question 


HEBER CITY, March 28 City 
Fathers, after some discussion 
with concerned citizens, moved to 
adopt several advertised changes 
to the sign ordinances for Heber 
City. Previous meetings gave 
business operators an opportunity 
to explain their situations so they 
came to talk with ordinances they 
were not aware of or were not in 
conformity with. The Planning 
Commission, attempting to solve 
immediate problems as well as 
long range problems suggested for 
adoption seven changes that 
would accommodate most non- 
compliance signs. The changes did 
not satisfy everyone, but would 
give relief to many, settled an 
unstable condition, and left the 
door open for further considera- 
tion. 

Another item that caused the 
City Council some concern and 
gave it a chance to clarify its 
position on the sale of city 
property to the county was a 
proposed real estate sales option. 

In previous meetings it was held 
by the city that the land behind the

An approval was given to 
contract with Robert McKnight 
and Murray Webb for water meter 
readings for the 1984 season.

The Dodge 
dumptruck was released for a bid 
of $2,070, but the Chevrolet was 
kept, because it was valued 
higher than the bids offered. 

A request for payment by 
Horrock Engineers was granted.
